Mr. Cleveland Is Said to Be Against 
Potting One on Incomes, 


HE CALLS If CLASS LEGISLATION 


_ It Would Be Oppressing the Wealthy 
for the Coumtry’s Benefit. 


A KENTUCKIAN SUCCEEDS JOHNSON 


_ The President Made the Appointments as 
® Personal One—Criticized ior Re- 
moving the Only Democrat. 


Washington, November 29.—(Special.)— 
The ways and means committee will meet 
on Friday to decide upon a plan to raise 
sufficient revenue to meet the deficit from 
the tariff duties. It is the opinion of ex 
perts that the loss of revenue by the Wil- 
son bill will be $35,000,000. 

The committee is considering a tax on 
the net incomes of corporations, a personal 
income tax, an inheritance tax, an increase 
of the tax on whiskey, a tax on proprieta- 
ry medicines and various other forms of 
taxation. ‘The most popular tax with tne 
committee is the income tax and the ma- 
jority favor a tax on the incomes of corpo- 
rations rather than individuals. Over the 
proposad tax a serious conflict is feared 
within the party lines. 

President Cleveland highly approves the 
tariff bili proper as it is framed. He gave 
it his stamp of approval before it was made 
public.» But Mr. Cleveland is against an 
income tax. While he has not spoken di- 
rectly to the committee pe has indirectly 
indicated to its members that he wants no 
income tax levied either on persons or cor- 
porations to make up the deficiency. Lie 
has expressed ‘himself on this subject jn 
no uncertain terms, and while he might 
yield in the matter of a tax on net profits 
of corporations, he will give no quarter to 
the advocates of a tax on personal incomes, 
which he regards as class legislation, and 
so wrong that, if need be, he wil use every 
effort to defeat it. As now constituted the 
democratic members of the ways and means 
committee would offer no opposition to a 
personal income tax. Several of them 
are ardent advocates of the measure, as 
well as of the proposition to tax corpora- 
tions. They have been quietly appealed to 
and there is strong probability that, only in 
deference to the understood wishes of the 
president, they will yield, in which case 
the advocates of this method of compelling 
the rich to contribute largely to the ex- 
penses of the governmant, will look to an 
open fight in the house. 

On very good autohrity it is understood 
that the president wishes to raise’ the 
amount of the deficit from the jnternal 
revenue alone. He thinks the tax on whis- 
ky aud,tobacco should be largely increased, 
though it is not thought that he will in- 
sist on raising the rate on the former more 
than 10 cents per gallon, and this, in all 
probability, will be done. 

Republicans iake Hope. 

Many republicans are viewing the situ- 
ation which confronts the democrats with 
silent satisfaction. They feel quite sure 
that the dissenstons that will arise in the 
camp of the majority will open a warfare 
in which they hope ito defeat many of the 
provisions of the bill just reported. The 
Ways and means committee took a vacation 
from Monday until this evening, when 
Messrs. McMillin, Bryan, and Montgomery, 
members of the subcommittee on internal 
revenue, began work, but as yet lave found 
mo measure. They are confident. however, 
that they will be able to prepare a plan to 
be submitted to the full committee on Fri- 
day that will be approved. Mr. Bryan is 
an enthusiastic advocate of an individual] 
income tax, while Judge Montgomery and 
Mr. MeMillin prefer a tax on the net in- 
comes of corporations. 

Johnston's Friends Do Not Like It. 

Mr. Cleveland is being rather vigorously 
criticised by southern congressmen for re- 
moving Civil Service Commissioner John- 
ston. Mr. Johnston's friend¢ say he refused 
to sign the report of the two republican com- 
missioners, Roosevelt and Lyman, because 


it recommended extension to the civil ser- | 


vice rules and retention of extensious made 
by President Harrison for the sole purpose 
of keeping republicans in office. It seems 
that the attitude of Mr. Johnston, wio is 
by the way a Louisiana democrat, was 
misrepresented to the president, and with- 
@#ut giving him a personal hearing, Mr. 
Cleveland removed him, apparently on the 
ground that Mr. Jonbston was not an advo- 
cate of true civil service reform. 

John KR. Proctor, of Kentucky, Appointed. 


Mr. Cleveland, to the surprise of every 
one, even of the Kentuckians, today ap- 
pointed John R. Proctor, of Kentucky, civil 
service commissioner. Proctor was state 
geologist of Kentucky, but was never prom- 
inent in state politics. Mr. Cleveland met 
him last spring. He was impressed with 
the Kentuckian and made the appointment 
today as a personal one. 

Avti-Snappers Issue a Manifesto. 

The anti-snappers are at work’ again in 
New York to vverthrow Tammany. Chares 
l.. Fairchixd issues a long address to New 
York democrats today abusing the machine, 
democratic organization, :n vigorous and vici- 
ous terms and calling upon the democrats to 
jo-n the new organization, to be known as the 
New York state democracy. On the general 
committee are such bpames as Ellery Ander- 
son, Abram Hewitt, WilLam R. Grace, James 
Swann, Oscar Strauss, Frederick Coudert and 
about a hundred others.

THEY WANT THAT BOUNTY. 


Sugar Growers Hate to Lose the Millions 
Given to Thern. 

Washington, November 29.—The sugar- 
raisers of the country, that igs many of them, 
are not satisfied with the proposition to 
gradualiy abolsh the sugar bounty as in- 
tended in the Wiison bill. Consequently they 
will continue the contest in the senate and 
house with the hope of securing a mod.fica- 
tion of the ciause, if they cannot get it 
stricken out entirely. They are asserting 
that under the promise of the continuation of 
the bounty granted by the McKinley law, 
which they construe as a time contract, they 
had every reason to suppose that the Z-cent-a- 
pound bounty. wou'd ‘be cont:nued for fifteen 
years from the time the bounty was proy.ded 
and say they will push their fight to the ut. 
Most Lmit with the hope of securing better 
terms than the Wilson bi.l g-ves. Taey assert 
that they have made large outiays on the 
Strength of th's promised bounty, and bave 
also made contracts for many years ahead, 
which were control:ed by the same considera- 
tion. They aiso assert that in granting this 
bounty the government of the Un.ted States 
followed an eXamp-e set by several] European 
mations. They say, with the business once 
well started, the United States can produce 
ail the sugar the people of this country will 
cousume and thus keep at home the mone

They shew that whi-e 


sent abroud for sugar. 
the people of the United States coneume about 
one-third of the world’s sugar product, they 
wow produce, even under the -ncrease caused 
by the stimulus of the McKinley bounty, only 
about one-testh of the amount consumed in 
the United States. 
$20,000,000 Vaid Out in Bounties. 


Under the operations of the pfesent law the 
treasury has paid out about $20,000,000 as 
boumty. Of th.s amount $17,000,000 was 
awarded for the years 1892 and 1898, and of 
this sum a:mMost $16,000,000 Was paid on cane 
sugar, the cane growers be-ng in better con. 
dition than the producers ef sorghum, maple 
and beet sugar to take advantage of the 


‘government gratuity. 


There was an appreciable increase in all 
kinds of sugar product in the Un.ted States 
in 1898 over 1892, except the sorghum va- 
riety, the cane sugar product increasing from 
364,800,000 to 450,600,000 pounds, the beet 
sugar from 13,000,000 to 23,000,000 pounds and 
the maple sugar from 140,008 to 3,643, 
pounds. 

It is a mistake to suppose that Louisiana 
would be the only state benefited by the re- 
tention of the duty on cane. That state 
roduces ‘the buik of cane sugar, but Texas, 
“‘lorida and Mississippi have some in- 
terest in the bounty. While beet sugar is 
not so important a product as ane sugar, 
those interested in that industry are making 
a as earnest effort as the cane sugar meu, 
wecause they look to the time when it will 
rank with, or even outstrip the cane article, 
under encouraging cond.tions, and they point 
to the fact that, beginning with 1890, when 
the product was oniy 2.800 poueds, the quan- 
tity nas more ‘than donb'ed every year s.nce. 
On. the basis of bounty nayments for the 
resent year, the proposed reduction of the 

unty by one-eighth of the total, or a quarter 
of a cent per pound earth year; would affect 
Loutsiana to the extent wf over a million dol. 
‘ars the first year and gradually bring the 
amount paid down to nothing.

HOW STANDS THE ARMY. 


Secretary Lamont’s Report onthe Condition 
and Operations of the Army. 

Washington, November 29.—The following 
is a synuvpsis of the annual report of the 
secretary of war, It gives the usual review 
of the condition and operationg of the army 
and in addition is devoted especaily to the 
progress of the work on tac seacoast defenses. 
Secretary Lomant reports that it may be as- 
sumed that Indian warfare is practicaily at 
an end in the United States; that demands for 
the authoriiy on wh.ch that obi. .gaiivn prop- 
eriy rests demonstrates its. comp-ete ab.lity 
tv discharge it, and in consequence the 
gradual concentration of the army on the 
seacoast agpd the frontiers is prescribed by 
the conditions of the ‘times. Any consider- 
ab.e increase in the numbers of the army 
would not meet with popularefavor and it is 
not suggested by any cuul.ugency, immediate 
or remote, but the work of fort.ffcatiwn at 
thirteen of our largest geaports, a:ready De- 
gu or projected for the near future, renders 
the conversion of a portion of the cnfantry tu 
artillery army, a manifest necc@sity of the 
period drectly ahead of us, 

The total strength of the army on Septem- 
ber 30, 1893, was 2,144 officers and 25,778 
enlisted men. From various causes, dis- 
charges, purchasp, desert.on, ete,, the army 
lost 9,456 enlisted men during the year and 

ained 9,074 recruits. Transportation was 
uraished for 367,577 persons, 6,948 aniinais 
and 99,692 tons of freight. The yew quarters, 
barracks and bui:dings at army posts compare 
favorably w.th mil:tary§ structures abroad. 
The discip‘ine, heaith and general condition 
of the army are reported good. 

The secretary of war recommends strong!y 
the repeal of the law fixing ten years as the 
maximum per.od of enlistment and favors a 
reduction of.the period of first evlistment to 
three years instead of five. The prosecution 
of the experiment of enlisting Indian ecom- 
panies witl be continued oniy on the present 
Sulit scale unt.i its success or failure nas been 
reved. The three-battation organizations for 
pfautry regiments is recommended, 


The New Magazine Rifle. 


The adoption of the new magazine rifle is 
the most important step taken for the in- 
fantry since the civil war. A limited number 
wil be competed within sixty days at the 
Springtield armory and the entire infantry 
force wiii be eyuipped with the new army gun 
before the ciose of the coming year. The 
gradual manufacture of a-reserwe suppiy for 
the army sufficient for the organized wf{'itla 
is recommended. 

The engineer corps is preparing. at Port- 
land, Me., Bostou, New York, Tashingon, 
Hiaimpon Roads and San Franciseo empiace- 
ment in all for four 124nch guns, tweniy 10- 
inch guns, five S-imueh guns and sixty-five 12- 
inch mortars; also twenty-four casements for 
subuiarine torpedo operuticns. Work on tue 
coast defense at Narragansett bay, Clar'es 
tion, Tybee roads and the Savannah river and 
Pensaco.a will be begun during the year. 
Work will be :~rogressing next year at thirteen 
of the twenty-eight ports proposed for fortifi- 
cation by the Endicott board. The annual 
output of the Watervilet gun factory is fifteen 
12-inch guns, fifteen 10-inch and twelve 8-ineh 
guns, and the first of the one hundred iarge 
guns contracted for with the Beth.eLbem Iron 
works is due next year. 

Smokeless Powder. 

The invention and manufacture of American 
brown and smokeless powders for heavy ord- 
nance and for magazine rifles have made slow 
progress and the secretary of war urges manu- 
fucturers to solve the pobiem for their own 
profit and our natnonal pride. The report pays 
mitch attention to the education of officers and 
men of the army and instruction of :he militia 
und military schools ho'ding that the short 
duration of recent wars demonstrates the im- 
portant part of the exact sciences in modern 
warfare and that progress in the war depart- 
nent must he along the lines of a national uni- 
versity of science as Well as along 


military 
those of coast defense.

JOHNSTON REFUSED TO RESIGN 


When Asked to Do So by President Cleve- 
land—What Johnston Says. 

Washiigton, November 29.—Regarding 
the removal of George D. Johnston from 
the civil service commission, it is stated 
by a well-known southern congressman 
that Mr. Johnston filed with the president 
a minority report on the operation of the 
ecmmission during the last year and took 
such radical views upon the important 
questions differing so widely from those 
of the other members that Mr. Roosevelt 
stated frankly and positively that either 
he or Mr. Johnston must leave the com- 
wission, and that, after examining into 
the facts of the cuse, the president decided 
thut he could much better spare Mr. Jolin- 
ston than Mr. Roosevelt, and, therefore, 
asked the former for his resignation. This, 
it is said, Mr. Johnston declined to give, 
and was at onee informed by Mr. Cleve- 
land that either the resignation must’ be 
forthcoming or he would be. dismissed. 
Mr. Johnston refused to resign, and was 
summarily dismissed. Mr. Johnston him- 
self says: 

“IT could not approve the annual report 
submitted by my coiteagues, and felt in duty 
bound to state my minutes in a swinority 
report. While this minority report had no 
part in intluencing the president in his 
decision that 1 should retire from the com- 
mission—for he made wp his mind to this 
before he knew of my purpose to submit 
the minority report—it may have precipi- 
tated his action, as Il know that he ob- 
jected to my making a report that was 
not in agreement with my colleagues. The 
public will appreciate the prinemplie ‘which 
guided me in my official conduct as com- 
missioner when they see and resid iny re- 
port, which was sent to the president.”

ARTER ITS CHARTER. 


A Move Made to Forfeit the Augusta 
and Fort Royal’s Franchise. 


STRIKING AT THE GEORGIA CENTRAL 


South Carolina’s Legislature Gets 
to Work in Dead Earnest. 


THERE ARE NO FRILLS ON THAT BODY 


It Seemsto Be in Favor of Cutting Down 
Salaries All Around, Even o! lts 
Own Members. 


Columbia, S. C., November 29.—(Special.) 
Representative Brezeale, of Anderson, to 
day introduced in the house @ bill to repeal 
the charter of the Port Royu and Augusta 
railroad, and to liquidate the corporation 
and distribute tbe assets. The bill provides 
that the attorney general be directed to 
institute forthwith proper proceedings to 
liquidate the corporation, to restrain its 
stockholders or creditors from exerctsing 
any rights, privileges or franchises as a 
corporation; to have a receiver appointed, 
who shall! sell the property and muke dis- 
tribution of the proceeds thereof among 
the creditors and stockholders. 

In order to prevent the road from being 
controlled by any competing line, no pur 
chasers, nor any other person, shall be al- 
lowed to operate the road without beconung 
tirst incorporated under the laws of this 
state: and no corporation shall be formed 
by any purchaser to operate or control 
the road under any law of this state other- 
wise enabling thereto except with the prior 
consent in writing of the governor, the 
attorney general and the chairman of the 
board of railroad commissioners of this 
state, and no such consent shall be given 
by these officers unless it be made fully 
and absolutely to appear that no com- 
peting line is in any way interested therein, 
the evidence establishing such a fact to 
be filed in the office of the secretary of 
state. No individual or corporation con- 
trolling any transportation line competing 
with the said road, or having 2 controlling 
interest in any corporation operating such 
competing lines or in any way representing 
such controlling interest, shall be the owner 
of a controlling interest in said corporation 
authorized to be created or organized under 
the provisions of this act. Should any such 
corporation or individual become so inter- 
ested, then the charter herein authorized 
shall be ipso facto null and void, and the 
franchises, powers and privileges thereby 
conferred shall cease absolutely, and the 
attorney general shall immediately insti- 
tute proceedings to liquidate the same, and 
the sale and purchase of the property. 
bane Out._ing Down Salarie-. 

In the lower house, the salary reduction 
bill that was passed in the senate fast 
year consumed the entire day. Reform 
members insisted that salaries ought to be 
reduced all along the line. Last session, 
several bills were presented, and all were 
referred to the ways and means committee 
to prepare a uniform bill. This did not 
suit the members, and today there was a 
further reduction. The governor's salary, 
according to the bill passed today, will be 
reduced to $3,000, and that of most of the 
statehouse oflicials to $1,900. The super- 
intendent of education has his salary re- 
duced from $2,100 to~ $1,500. Circuit 
judges were reduced from $3,500 to $2,500. 
In fact, there was a reduction of 20 to JU 
per cent all along the line. Members’ salar- 
ies are reduced from $5 to $4 per day, but 
further reduction was voted down. ‘The 
time for the law to go into effect was not 
determined today. Among the uew bills 
introduced was one to stop the sale of 
cigarettes, and another to repeal the dis- 
pensary law.

The house very promptly squelched a 
concurrent resolution providing that an 
election for judges be held next Saturday, 
as recommended in the governors message. 
Mr. Jordan, of Aiken, a prominent reform- 
er, said it was unnecessary to force these 
elections, and that the bill to provide new 
judicial districts should first be disposed of, 
He had heard of no electioneering guing 
on.

No Prize Fighting There. 

In the senate a Dill to prohibit prize 
fighting passed its third reading. A _ bill 
to permit an increase of the captial stock 
of all corporations up to one million dollars 
without applying to the legisMture, and 
under the usual methods prescribed by 
statute for small corporations, was also 
passed. 

Governer Ben Vetoes One. 

Governor Tillman sent back, with his 
disapproval, an act to incorporate the 
South Carolina Sewerage Company, of 
Columbia, on the ground that the charter 
is speculative, and that every city should 
own its own sewerage works. The yeto 
was sustained. The senate passed a con- 
current resolution to elect judges next 
Monday.

HIS LIFE I$ IN It. 


Williamson Is Devoting Himself to Fird- 
ing His Wife’s Assassin. 


AS MUCH A MYSTERY AS IT EVER WAS 


She Was Shot in Her Bedroom While 
He Was in Atlanta, 


TWO SWEETHEARTS WERE ARRESTED 


Their Innocence Was Established, and 
Now I[tIs Said That a Negro UCon- 
1essed the Crime. 


Meridian, Miss., November 29.—(Special.) 
United States Marshal J. M. Williamson 
was in this city today on his way to New 
Orleans, where he goes to confer with the 
chief of detectives of that city to solicit his 
aid in capturing a negro named Riz Law- 
son, a confessed murderer. On the morn- 
ing of October 30, 1891, the city of Hat- 
tiesburg was horrified upon receiving the 
news that the estimable wife of Mr. Wil- 
liamson, who was then mayor of the town, 
had been shot down in her bedroom the 
night before. ; 

Mr. Witiamson was then absent from 
his home, having gone to Atlanta to attend 
a couvention called for the purpose of dis- 
cussing public roads. Mrs. Williamson had 
as a companion a young girl named Miss 
MeLend. About 3 o’clock they were awak- 
ened by the noise of an intruder in Mrs. 
Williamson's bedroom. She instantly arose 
to reach her infant babe, sleeping in a cra- 
die near her bedside. Her feet had no 
soover touched the, floor than a bullet from 
the assassin’s pistol sent her to her last 
sleep. , 

The Girl and Her Lover Arrested. 

When Mr. Wiiiiamson reached home he 
at once began a thorough investigation. 
Detectives were ordered on the scent, but 
for a long time no possible clew could be 
found which would lead to the identitieca- 
tion of the murderer. Finally Miss Me- 
Lend was arrested and lodged in jail. She 
had been acting strangely about the tragic 
affair and it was thought that she knew 
more than she cared to tell. The common 
theory was that her sweetheart, a brake- 
Man named Strange, had called to see her 
at a late hour of the night, was recognized 
by Mrs. Wiltiamson, and rather than be 
exposed he shot her to death. 

immediately after Miss McLend’s arrest 
her sweetheart, Strange, was placed in jail 
also. They both positively denied knowing 
about the crime. ‘They were held until a 
complete investigation dissipated all doubts 
us tv their innocence, 

Mr. Williamson claims that since that 
time the ottieers of his county have made 
bo efforts towards tinding out who tbe 
guilty party was; that some of them, when 
asked about the case, have shown an indif- 
fence unworthy of, otlicers of the public 


‘peace. He says turther that some of tl+m, 


in order to be relieved of any more work 
in the matter, have even gove so fir as to 
intiinate that he (Williamson) was the per- 
‘gtpdory g of the awful crime. He says that 
ie paid no attention to these rumors, as he 
had made many political enemies in the 
county, who would say almost anything so 
long as it was damaging to him. 
onusgu Said to Have Confeseed. 

He has patiently awaited developments, 
at the same time using every secret effort 
in his power to find who the redhanded 
murderer was. About three weeks ago a 
neighbor gave out the information that 
Sauson, who had been in the employ of a 
sawmill near him, had confessed that he 
had committed the deed. Immediately after 
the confession the negro left town and has 
not yet been heard of. There is a reward 
of $1,000 for his capture. 


SEVEN WER: INJURED. 


An Engine Smashes Two Coaches on the 
Western of Alabuma. 


Opelika, Ala., November 29.—(Special.)— 
A wreck in which seven passengers were 
injured occurred on the Western Railway of 
Alabama at 10 o'clock this morning at 
Cliett’s station, twealty-one miles from 
Montgomery. Passenger train No. 55 was 
struck by passenger train No. 54, south- 
bound.

THE POPE’S ENCYCLICAL. 


He Points Out Errors in the Irterpretation 
of the Scriptures. 

tome, November 20.—The pope's enerclical 
is in three parts, The first part deals with 
the expounding of the scriptures, It recorp- 
mends that preachers study sacred books and 
the history and records of these books, viv- 
ing examples of the preaching of Jesus und 
the aposties and the fathers of the church. 

The second part refers to the method of 
tecching and study and contains instructions 
to theologians, prescribing the Study of an- 
cient languages, especially the semitic. Te 
deplores the neglect of scriptural teaching 
and enjoins ecclesiasts to apply themselves tv 
remedying this defect. 

The third portion is the most important of 
the three. In it the pope points out fallacious 
eriors in the systems of interpretation of 
the scriptures; dwells upon the dignity of 
the authority of the church in th’s respect 
and attirms on the authority of the conneiis 
of Trent an@ Florence and the Vatican the 
divine inspiration of all parts of the seript- 
ures. It warps against the spirit of ration- 
alistie criticism and te tendency to give pret- 
erence to scientific theories, and econcindes 
that on points where science seems opposed 
to the scriptures it must be supposed that 
either the scriptures are badly .uterpreted 
or that sclentific reasoning is erroneous,

Be True, He Says. 


WILL ACT ON HIS LAWYERS’ ADVICE

He States That He Went to Bennett’s to 
Meet a Friend, and Not to Shoot 
Oraps or Shake Poker Dice. 


Cincinnati, November 29.—(Special.)— 
Harry Hill was seen at Central station 
this afternoon and he made the following 
statement for The Constitution: 

“While I must decline any expressions 
concerning my case or its merits, Ll see no 
wrong in telling of my leaving 
Atlanta and of my arrival here. 
I have not received any direct advices from 
any one since leaving Georgia. IL have, 
however, sufficient confidence in my coun- 
sel there to believe that they will do what 
is Wisest and best for me. The report of 
that creature Robinson. whom I do not even 
know, as to my forfeiting bond, Is false as 
it is malicious. 

“While he is correct in saying that L have 
extensive acquaintanceship in Georgia, it 
gratities me to know that I have no ac- 
quaintance with him. Then, newspaper re- 
ports of my quietly leaving Atlanta are 
entirely correct. Il was not aware that I 
would leave until about 1 o'clock Friday 
afternoon. Mr. Ben Hill, my attorney, 
came personally, and after signing the bond 
together, we went directly to the union 
depot. There wy baggage was checked to 
St. Paul. I occupied a room in the Mann 
boudoir car. L made no effort at parade 
or concealment. I passed directly through 
Chattanocga. At Atlanta and en route 
to Cincianati, I saw and spoke to various 
acquaintances and friends, and the sleeping 
car porter was formerly in my employ. I 
was sick in leaving Atlanta and all the com- 
forts of the elegant plushed car were not 
suthcient to relieve my pain. 

Vent to Mect a Friend. , 
“he report that I was drinking and 
smoking on the train is untrue. I was in 
no condition to drink and have never ae- 
quired the habit of smoking to any extent. 
The train to Cincinnati was delayed at 
High Bridge, Ky. We arrived in Cincinnati 
Saturday at noon. I found I was unable 
to continue my journey by reason of rheu- 
matic troubles. I had the porter obtain my 
baggage and dispose of my railroad ticket, 
the limit of which expired to leave Cincin- 
nati Saturday night. Sunday I was con- 
fined to my bed and only left there Monday. 

“The repert that I was found in a bar 
was true. I had goné there to meet a young 
friend who -formerly lived in Atlanta, and 
who intended accompanying me to the 
northwest. As a matter of justice to him 
I will give his name—Roscoe Williams. 
Roscoe never takes a drink and there was 
no game of chance played either by him or 
myself. I did not know I was under the 
eye of a spy. My leaving Atlanta was jus- 
tified by the law and the courts. My de- 
parture was in broad daylight and I did 
not fly away on ‘snow-white wings.’ 

hie Would Not he False. 

“Whenever W. T. Rucker and Benjamin 
H. Hill, my lawyers, direct, I shall re- 
turn to Georgia without a murmur and 
not by requirement of requisition. Nothing 
would be more foreign to me than infringe- 
ment upon the honor and obligations of the 
bond which my aunt signed for me. I 
would give up my life rather than be false 
in this instance; but I am too sick to say 
more. While I think it unjust and un- 
charitable, this treatment and torture, I 
shall only hope for the best and await 
pautientiy. coming events. I have a friend 
living here who kindly came to see me last 
night and again this morning, offering to 
supply me with anything needful to my 
comfort, and, if I desired, he would em- 
ploy for me Cincinnati counsel. Of course, 
] appreciate this courtesy, but I deem 
other lawyers unnecessary, except for 
some technical work which may be essen- 
tial for my release from prison. All the 
news I have received since my arrest is 
through the newspapers.

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WHAT IS THE GRIP? 


A Number of Prominent Physicians 
Interviewed Yesterday. 
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EVERYBODY SEEMS TO HAVE IT 


Butthe Malady Is Noi More Prevalent in 
This Cty Theanin Otrer Sec ious of 
the Country—A Type of Influenza. 


In the march of the influenza, which 
scems to have aequired the proportions of 
an epidemic—under the familiar designation 
of “the grip’—that malady nas at length 


reached Atlanta in the course of its pesti- | 


leutial journey. 
“Have vou had the grip yet?’ is the 


question that is now in vogue, and one that | 


is daily acquiring new popularity. 

“J have just recovered,” is equally a part 
of the loeal currency. 
This discussion is merely the foain, 
speak, of the epidemic which is now

azitating the people of this city, and wuich | 


is keeping the physicians awake at all 
hours of the night. 

Among: the cities fneluded within the 
eircle of what may not improperly be 
«alled “the sneezing area,”’ are Birming- 
ham, Chattanooga, Augusta, Savannah, 
Mobile, Macon, New Orleaus, Richmond, 
and nearly all of the towns and cities along 
the Atlantic coast. None are too low to 
be made the victims of attack, while at 
the same time none are too high to be 
exempt from its visitation. 

Whar in.vh trip? 

Everybody in Atlanta is interested in the 
grip, if not on account of their own suffer- 
ing,, at least through sympatiiy. 
Heighborhoods in the city have ‘escaped 
thus far, and at least one member of each 
family has incurred a doctor’s bill on ae- 
count of the intimate relationship which 
has sprum® up between the victim and this 
new-fledged visitor. 

But what is the grip? 

Perhaps a thousand people in Atlanta 
bave asked this question without any 
satisfactory solution. It is a matter of 
grave dispute among the learned brethren 
of the medical profession, and, when doc- 
tors disagree, it is rather ditlicult, to Bay 
the least, for the uninitiated to obtain a 
proper idea or glean apy decided informa- 
tion. 

However, with this question suitably 
framed,-a number of the medical fraternity 
were interviewed yesterday. It developed 
from a brief conversation with these gen- 
tlemen that over two thousand cases had 
been treated, none of which were in them- 
Belves fatal, and all of which could be 


easily identified as the “grip,” although its | 


Manifestations were not uniform with those 
of last vear. 

To preface these interviews, by bringing 
the essential idea of each to the front. 
it may be stated, by way of consolation to 
those already seized, that nothing harmful 
or malignant has been discovered abeut 
this peculiar type of influenza. It is pOSsi- 
bly as mild a fever as ever came this way, 
but this is not saying much for it, as fevers 
xenerally have not acquired the secret of 
Atlanta's hospitality. 

But now for the interviews with the 
different physicians who have treated this 
gentle malady. 

D .J3. +. Alexander's Opinion. 

Naturally, among the first physicians in- 
terviewed was Dr. J. F. Alexander, the 
ehairman of the board of health. whose 
official position, independent of his prae- 
tice, lends dignity to his opinion. 

$e he grip.” said Dr. Alexander with a 
smile, as if the question was one that 
amused him, “is a very popular disease 
at this time, and one that has been the 
source of much unpleasantness throughout 
the community. It is not malignant, how- 
ever, and the present visitation is nbout as 
mild as L have ever known. ) 
form or modification of what is known as 
influenza, and may very properly be called 
at this time, an epidemic. It is not con- 
tagious, which is to say, it is not acquired 
by contact with individuals, but is derived 
by all at the same time. or at different 
times, from a common source of origin 
It is not peculiar to Atlanta, but is pre- 
valent throughout the country, and is just 
as likely to break out it} one place as in 
another. The cause of the crip, I think 
is a dryness in the atmosphere, succeeding 
a damp spell. This has heen my observa- 
tion In connection with the present yisita- 
tion. J] have never known the intluenzn to 
be as universal in its sweep as the type. 
which is popularly known as ‘t] 
assumed within the last 

This latter 
acguires additional interest, from the fact 
that he has practiced medicine in Atlanta 
for nearly forty-four vears. nar 
when the city, or rather village. as it was 
then known, was in the midst of «a vellow 
fever scare, and the reputation which he 
established at that time he has steadilv 
maintained for nearly half a century. 

1 ta-Kweh Dr. J. . Avarv. 

Dr. J. C. Avary, the secretary of the 
board of health, was the next physician in- 
terviewed. He had been consulted in a 
number of cases, and, in the rounds of his 
practice, bad treated several patients dur- 
ing the week. 

: “The grip,” said Dr. Avary, “is a kind of 
influc nza, and of recent years has acquired 
in this country, the magnitude of an epi- 
demic. It is not a local disorder, by any 
means, and the people of Atlanta should 
be slow to harbor an idea of this kind, 
which is not only prejudicial, but unwar- 
ranted. Heretofore the grip has reserved 
its crusades for the fall and winter, but dur- 
ing the summer months of the present 
year a few cases of sickness have occurred 
which, for the lack of a better classification, 
were placed in this category and given the 
name of Ja grippe. Bach season, since 
its first development, the disease has mani- 
fested characteristics peculiar to each at- 
tack. This fall, for example, the peculiar- 
ity of the grip, in a large number of cases 
which I have treated, is a marked attendant 
headache. The present attack is also more 
persistent than I have ever known it. To 
what extent the malady is a germ disease 
can hardly be determined. It is, perhaps, 
more ‘properly than any other disease with 
which I am acquainted a cosmic malady. 
No condition or previous sickness grants 
immunity from it. It is also peenliar to 
note, and a fact that carries with it but lit- 
tle unction, that the malady is recurrent, 
and the fact that a person has had it once 
is by no means a prevention of its return. 
Tt is possible not only to have it twice, but 
to have it frequently.” 

Dr. #. BP. Coaner Buav. 

A visit to Dr. Cooper's office developed 
the fact that he was literally besieged with 
patients, a large number of whom were 
troubled with this unpleasant element of 
popularity. 

-“Il am just on my way to see a patient 
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now,” said Dr. Cooper, good naturedly, 
“who has the grip, and I can on2y stop long 
enough to say that 1 have my hands full of 
cases. The type is more prevalent than I 
; have ever known it.” 
| This was the only satisfaction to be ob- 
tained from Dr. Cooper, and having deliv- 
ered himself of these hasty remarks he van- 
a on his way to the bedside of the suf- 
erer. 


Yonune Dr. Gaston's Opinion. 

Dr. J. McF. Gaston, a bright young phy- 
sician who is rapidly forcing his way to the 
front and whose opinion has the value of 
recent study as weil as thorough experience, 
was also seen by a representative of ‘The 
Constitution. 

Dr. Gastyy wus not long in demonstra- 
ting his familiarity with the subject, so far 
as research had carried his professioual in- 
formation. 

“The grip,” said Dr. Gaston, “is a corrup- 


tion of the French word ‘la grippe’ and in- 
dicates a disease that, for a number of 
years, has been known as influenza. The 
syinptoms of jnfluenza are usually a chill, 
accompanied with a loss of appetite, pain 
in the head, and a general disability. For 
two weeks, probably, the patient may go 
about his business with no more inconven- 
ience than a bad cold would occasion. In 
severe cases, however, the patient is oblig- 
ed to take his bed, and occasionally be- 
comes morose and taciturn te such a limit 
that suicidal feelings are developed. A very 
aunoying inconvenience is often the ina- 
bidity to swallow food without pain, due 
to sore throat. The bowels are apt to be 
torpid, the tongue coated and pain may pre- 
vent sleep. The tungs may also become 
affected. The treatment of these cases 
depends upon the severity of the attack. 

“[ have found that a combination 
of calome, dover’s powder, camphor and 
quinine, gives good results. For the sore 
throat a gargle should be used. A cough is 
always an accompaniment of influenza, but 
may be easily contrajled. As to the causes 
of influenza, there are predisposing and ex- 
citing causes. A predisposing cause of the 
so-called grip is found in a lack of tone in 
the nervous system, whether this be from 
business care, loss of sleep, anxiety or over- 
work. A man who has had pneumonia is 
more likely to have influenza than a man 
Whose lungs have always been sound. In 
the same way a lack of digestive power may 
predispose the system to this malady. The 
exciting causes, of course, are the condi- 
tions of an epidemic, as sudden changes 
of the weather, the prevalence of the germ, 
and other causes too numerous, and perhaps 
too indefinite to mention.

THANKS VOTED TO THE CONSTITUTION 


All the Press Remembered for the Assist- 
ance Giv« nin Publishing the Appeals.

The expenditure 
of the commissary and in the distribution of 
suppiles sent by a generous public were large- 
ly to purchase supplies of which the com- 
wissary yan short, and in the purchase of 
stimulants for the sick, and special food for 
the colvalescent, The treasury, due to bank 
fa_lures and Was empty. ‘IT 
large expenditures for expenses of police sani- 
tation, fire department and special! sanitativa 
made necessary by the hurricane and flood, 
have falien upon the committee as the only 
organized body which could attend to these 
matters of vital importance to health, life and 
property. It was thought wise to keep us 
many male adult# who must necessarily be 
fed at work as wus possibile, thus keepiug them 
out of mischief and creat.ng the feeling that 
they were earfiing the food and mouey re- 
ccived. Every effort has been made through 
the preachers of this city, the members of 
the committee and special canvussers to in- 
carefully and distribute rations, 
money and clothing to the needy, no matter 
what their circumstances or ordinary condi- 
tions had been; no matter what their charac- 
ters had been. The scope of tvestigat.on 
has been to ascerta.n whether the persuvu or 
famiity needed heip without regard to race, 
to condition .p life, moraiiy or otherwise.

Macon Is Going Ahead with the Water 
Pressure Investigation. 


“IRE CHIEF JONES WRITES A LETTER 


He Says That He Has Never Seen Strong 
Pressure on the Mains but One 
Day—Otber Macon Gossip. 


29,—(Special.)— 


Macon, Ga., November 
The subject of the water supiy for fire 
fighting purposes was revived in the coun- 
cil last night and the result was a lively 
discussion, 

As was stated in The Constitution a few 
days ago, Macon must either provide better 
water facilities in case of fire, or the South- 
eastern Tariff Association will increase 
the rate of insurance to the same schedule 
as second-class towns. This information 
caused quite a little sensation, and the 
people and Evening News demanded an efh- 
cient investigation of the matter. It is 
openly charged that the water conmpanby Is 
not complying with its contract with the 
city and as a result thousands o. ‘lollars 
worth of property is needlessly endangered. 

It is alleged that the water company 
claims that it is complying with its contract 
and that the fault in some instances that 
have been cited, was vith the fire depart- 
ment—as in the case of ube fire that con- 
sumed City Treasurer Tinsie) s hundsome 
residence some weeks back.

His Release from the Toombs Secured 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


OFFICER POWELL WIRED TO REMAIN 


Renewed Efforts to Have Gaston Brought 
Hero Will Be Made, but Indications 
Are He Will Ke-p His Liberty. 


The eyes and ears of Officer R. C. 
Powell, of Atlanta, sent to New York after 
Benjamin Gaston, have been subjected to 
a severe strain since Saturday in his efferts 
to bring the governors of New York and 
Georgia, the police departments of Atlanta 
and New York and the active friends of 
Brother Within the fange of his 
official vision and hearing. 

Yesterday while his eyes were dutifully 
fixed on this interesting circle, the Rev. 
Benjautin Gaston walked out on the steps 
of the Tombs where he had been boarding 
for a week, and looking around for a wmo- 
ment, walked up Mulberry street with a 
sigh of relief. 

Defective extradition papers, insufficiency 
of evidence, a strong financial backing, a 
shrewd lawyer and a habeas corpus writ 
secured his liberty. As hard as he was look- 
ing, Patrolman Powell could not prevent it. 
He had nothing his pocket more binding 
than rejected requisition papers, and he was 
helpless. 

The release of Gaston surprised the At- 
Janta officials. They expected his release 
when Governor Flower refused to sign the 
requisition papers, but yesterday morning 
Governor Northen received a notification 
under an official stamp, notifying him that 
Rey. Gaston had been remanded to jail 
for ten days and would be held until Decem- 
ber 4th. 

Chief Connolly and Attorney Thomas 
felt sure that Gaston would be secure in 
New York when Governor Northen wired to 
Governor Flower asking him to instruct In- 
spector McLaughlin to hold Gaston until 
corrected extradition papers could be mail- 
ed. ,Chief Connolly has the followiag tel- 
egram which was received by the governor 
from Albany yesterday morning: 

Albany, N.. Y., November 29.~Your tele. 
gtum received. The defect was that the 
affidavit was made before a hotary instead of 
2 Mag.strate as required by stacute.

Steps were taken to prepare requisition 
papers free of the faults found by Governor 
f.ower, and the police department felt sure 
that Gaston would be held in New York. 
A letter was received yesterday morning 
from Otlicer PoweX, stating that he had 
{ssurances of every help trom the New 
York othcials in case of a habeas corpus 
writ being sued ‘out. 

site yesterday afternoon Powell tele- 
graphed to Chief Connolly that Gaston had 
been released and cou!d not be rearrested 
until new papers were sent. Gaston's re- 
lease Was secured without trouble on a 
writ of habeas corpus. The showing was 
made by his attorney, E. M. Friend, that 
Governor lM ower had refused Lo bonor 
Governor Northen'’s requisition, and that 
the charge was supported by insutticient 
evidence. 

Powell could do nothing 
order of . release. His papers were 
declared worthless, and Gaston was set 
free. The New York officials believe that 
the prosecution against Gaston is futile and 
conducted by a number of negroes who haye 
no conception of the legal phases of the 
case. They do not beieve that Gaston 
has done anything for which he can be con- 
victed in any court, and this opinion has 
gained currency in Atlanta. 

It is now a matter of extreme doubt 
whether he will ever be brought back here. 
Ilis prosecutors still seem determinel to 
have him tried for cheating and swindling, 
but they will experience some difficulty in 
getting nim away from New York. Chief 
Connolly was on the point last night of 
wiring Otficer Powell to come home, but de- 
cided to wait until the Belcher faction ean 
prepare papers that Governor Flower will 
put his signature to. Chief Connolly wired 
to Powell to remain in New York until 
further instructions. Today the prosecution 
will decide whether they will make a further 
attempt to have Gaston brought back.

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State Banks and the Money “Plethora ” 

The synopsis that we yvave yesterday 
of the working of the Canadian system 
Will naturally suggest comparison with 
our national banking system. The truth 
is that those who established our pres- 
ent system thought of it only as a tem- 
porary affair. Its purpose was to estab- 
lish a market for United States bonds 
wud to aid the government in raising 
funds to enrry on the war. Judge Sal- 


‘mon 1. Chase himself, who was instru- 


mental in establishing the sysiem, is on 
record as saying that the act authorizing 
it was purely a war measure which must 
necessarily giye way to @ system more 
elastic and more acceptable to the Dbusi- 
ness needs of the country. 

When state bank notes were legislated 
out of existence in 1866, there Was no 
complaint against them. They had been 
performing their perfect work in times of 
supplying the people with an 
abundant and, at the same time, an elas- 
tic currency. But the national banks had 
grown rich and powerful. Their inter- 
ests had behind them the impressive in- 
fluence of money. Though they had been 
paid a hundredfold for any risk they had 
taken in behalf of the government dur- 
ing the war period, there were those 
ready to declare that the government 
was under the most extraordinay obliga- 
tions to the banks, and that it would be 
stnall return to these institutions to tax 
the state bank currency out of existence, 
sv that there might be no competition 
in the business of issuing notes. 

The measure to impose the 10 per cent 
tax was pending in two congresses and 
the last it was passed in the 
house by an accident. When it was 
brought up for final action one of its op- 
ponents voted for it in order to qualify 
himself to move a reconsideration. The 
measure Was passed by his vote. If he 
had voted according to his eonvictions 
the bill would have been defeated, and 
that would bave been the end of this un- 
democratic law which practically de- 
prives the people of the states from util- 
izing their own credit in the shape of 
currency. 

Those of our readers who have kept up 
with the state bank discussion must have 
noted the utter collapse of the arguments 
that were formerly employed against the 
repeal of the tax. It is true the oppo- 
nents of repeal have not ceased their op- 
position, but they no longer depend on 
the old arguments. They depend rather 
on the influence of the national bank 
associations and on the power and in- 
fluence that capital can employ to carry 
out its purposes, 

But the democratic party must stand 
for the people. ‘The greatest need of the 
country today is the need of an abun- 
dant and elastic supply of currency, 
equal to the demands of business—tflow- 
ing out when a larger supply is demand- 
ed, and returning to the banks fer re- 
demption when it is no longer needed in 
business. 

One of the results of the working of 
the national banking system is to be 
seen in the abnormal condition of the 
banks in the eastern money centers. 
While the business of the country is in 
a paralyzed and stagnant condition, the 
currency from all sections flows steadily 
to the money centers where there is no 
sort of use for it. All other parts of the 
country are drained of the currency nec- 
essary to set the wheels of trade and 
business in motion, and even if there 
should be a tendeney to trade revival in 
any other part of.the country, the money 
is not there to stimulate it. 

Our esteemed contemporaries of the 
east, contemplating this unprecedented 
volume of money lying idle in the vaults 
of the banks at the money centers, have 
various methods of expressing their sur- 
prise. One says it is “abnormal.” and 
this is certainly a conservative opinion. 
It is abnormal simply because our whole 
banking system is abnormal. The con- 
trol of the currency is placed in Ko 
hands of comparatively a few persons, 
and they have so adjusted the money 
channels that it flows in upon them in 
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paratively brisk, and in a J unprecedented 
volume when business js stagnant. 

The New York Jourrfal of Commerce 
says that this gathering of the lle mil- 
lions in the vaults of the banks shows 
that the currency ought to be contracted 
—forgetting that this idle money correct- 
ly measures the pfostration of business, 
trade and enterprise. This prostration is 
more profound now than it was before 
the Sherman law was repealed. 

The experts who hang around Wall 
street declare that all the signs go to show 
that the bank reserves in we east will 
continue to increase, and this is only 
another way of saying that the business 
stagnation of the country will continue 
to grow and increase. 

The fact that all the idle money in the 
country is drawn to the east shows that 
a radical change is necessary in our pres- 
ent banking system, and the sooner that 
change comes the better it will be for 
the people and the democratie party. 
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Some Notable Resolutions. 

The resolutions introduced in the house 
by the Hon. A. O. Bacon, of Bibb, in 
reference to the financial and tariff issues 
of the day are in line with the pledges of 
the democratic platform. They voice in 
ringing sentences the demand of the dem- 
ocratic masses for the coinage of gold 
and silver, without discrimination against 
either metal; the repeal of the state bank 
tax, and the reduction of -the customs 
duties to a revenue basis. This barmon- 
izes With the demands of the Chicago 
plaiform. The advocacy of a graded tax 
on large incomes will meet with the 
hearty approval of the great majority of 
democrats. 

It is gratifying as well as significant to 
find that in Georgia the democratic lead- 
ers Whose hames are conspicuously be- 
fore the people are outspoken advocates 
of the redemption of every pledge in 
our platform to the very letter, without 
anv modification, hedging or trimming. 

(7overnor Northen, in his. recent inter- 
view, expressed bimself substantially to 
the same effect as Major Bacon. These 
two distinguished gentlemen — stand 
squarely on the platform and they are 
uncompromising in their loyalty to it. 

Senator Colquitt has insisted from the 
that the administration and con- 
gress are bound in good faith to remon- 
etize silver, to repeal the 10 per cent tax 
on state bank issues; to levy import du- 
ties only for revenue, and he also favors 
a graded income tax. 

The improved health of the senator, by 
the way, makes it more than probable 
that if he is a candidate to sueceed him- 
self his re-election will follow as a matter 
of<course, without uny opposing ecandi- 
dacy. His splendid services and stead- 
fast support of democratic principles and 
measures have eudeared him to the peo- 
ple, and they will remain his = stanch 
friends. 

Leaving out the question of their possi- 
ble senatorial candidacy, the course of 
Governor Northen and Major Bacon in 
taking the position that the party must 
promptly carry out its promises in the 
matter ‘of financial relief and taxation 
is ah encouraging sign of the times.

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By-Products of Cotton. 

Our northern contemporaries are call- 
ing attention to the good fortune of the 
southern planters in making a handsome 
profit out of the by-products of cotton 
ut a time when the low price of the 
staple is a serious obstacle in their way. 

It is estimated that the value of this 
by-product has added, within the prs 
fifteen years, at least 2 cents a pound to 
the value of the cotton crop—say 25 per 
cent. Not many years ago cotton seed was 
hauled away from the gins to get rid of 
it. A little was used as a fertilizer and 
some was fed to stocl ++ the great mass 
was thrown into swamps and streams. 

The despised cotton seed is now fa 
source of revenue. Over two hundred 
cotton seed oil mills are now running 
during the season, and the mills use near- 
ly one-third of all the seed produced in 
the south. The seed from two bales of 
ginned cotton will average a ton, from 
which thirty-five gallons of oil is pressed. 
A planter can sell seed at from $8 to 


| $12 per ton as a usual thing, but the mills 


now pay much higher prices for it. 

It is a big thing to have 2 cents a pound 
added to the value of a crop by a by- 
product which was formerly considered 
. nuisance. “ast year the seed distri? 
uted $10,000,000 among the planters, and 
the mills sold $1,000,000 worth of hulls 
and meal to dairymen north and south. 
The oil is used by bakers and others in- 
stead of lard. It is used by soap manu- 
facturers and is exported to Europe and 
used in making. butterine. Italy turns 
it into olive oil, and it is also used for 
lighting purposes and in many manvufnac- 
turing lines. The value of the meal when 
used in commercial fertilizers fs in itself 
a big item. 

It may be that in the near future the 
various uses discovered for these by- 
products will make eotton planting as 
protitable as it once was in its best days.

| NO REQUISITION. 


Governor Northen Declines to Give One 
for Harry Hill. 


“THE GRAND JURY MUST ACT FIRST 


_ The Governor Requests te Officials of Cine 
Cinnat to Hold Hil: Until the Grand 
Jury Acis in. the Matter. 


Harry -Hill will not be brought back to 
Atlanta unless the Fulton county grand 
jury finds a true bill against bim. 

That, at least, is what Governor Northen 
says about the matter. 


By previous arrungement, the governor's 
apartments were open yesterday morning 


to the parties interested in the Hill matter, 
"and when the case was taken up Mr. B. 

H. Hill, the faithful attorney of the gay 
and festive tlarry; Mr. Charley Llopkins, 
representing the Lxmpire State bank; Chief 
of Police Connolly and City Solicitor Lewis 
Thomas were present. 

Mr. Hopkins presented the papers in the 
case to the governor and asked that the 
requisition be granted. 

Mr. B. H. Hill, the attorney for Harry 
Hill, who has been making a hard fight 
for him since the case first opened, op- 
, posed the granting of the requisition, declar- 
ing that the prisoner was now out on bond, 
and that he would be present when he was 
wanted for the offense for which he was 
bailed 

The argument on both sides was full and 
complete, and, after it was over, the gover- 
nor stated that he would consult with At- 
torney General Joe Terrell and decide what 
he would do. The consultation between the 
Sovernor and the attorney general Was hot 
long, but it was full of certainty. 

The governor simply stated that he would 
grant the requisition for Harry Hill when 
the grand jury of Fulton county found a 
true bill against him for the offense stipu- 
lated in the warrant which had been sworn 
oul. 

To this: Mr. Hopkins objected, but his 
Objections amounted to nothing, as the 
governor had made up his mind, and so 
declared when he rendered his decision; 
and in rendering that decision, the governor 
sent the following note to Judge Llopkins 
& Son: 

‘Messrs. Hopkins & Son, Atlanta, Ga—Dear 
Sir: After heav.ug argument .u the matter of 
app.Ccat.on for requcs.,don for Harry Hill, | 
have determ.ued that the matter submited 
is Of sufficient .mportance to ask the grand 
jury, LOW in SCSslub, to Pass Upell il, as thes 
course Wil. not cause any unnecessary delay.

As indicated in the note to Judge Hop- 
kins & Son, the governor wired the Cin- 
cinuati officials, asking that Harry Hill 
be held until the grand jury of the county 
should have time to take action in 
matter. 

Soon after making his decision in the 
Matter, Governor Northen sent a messen- 
ger to Colonel L. P. Toomas, foreman ef 
the present grand jury, asking for a eon 
ference with him.

There 
will be but one advertisement and one levy, 
and that will be in the event that the tax- 
payer fails to pay the first insta.dment., The 
second installment will not require an addi- 
tional levy and advertisement. We ought 
to do something to prevent the great num- 
ber of advertisements that occur annually, 
under our present system, and L believe the 
proposed measure will afford the necessary 
relief. 

“In Savannah I understand that they col- 
lect their taxes quarterly; in Augusta OO 
per cent is payable in the spring, 2 per 
cent in the summer aud the balance in the 
fad. The consequence is that they get their 
tuxes without any considerable expense, 
and get them very promptly. I cannot see 
how anybody could object to paying their 
taxes in installments, instead of all at once. 
Under the present system the whole tax 
falls due on the 20th of September, at a 
time when money is scarce with everybody, 
and always hard to get, even to pay taxes. 
In addition to this it would be better for 
people of small means and laboring people 
to pay half in Apri? and the remainder in 
October, because, as A&A rule, all such people 
have employment during the fall, winter 
and spring. In the summer time a great 
many of them are suspended. hence, when 
they resume work in the fall they are nec- 
essarily hard pressed for money. 

“T have no doubt that this measure will 
be received with almost unanimous ap- 
proval, and T cannot see how any reasona- 
ble objection could be urged against its pas- 
sige. I certainly hope, for the good of the 
entire city, that this change will be en- 
acted.”

WILL HE LEAVE HIS RAILROAD WORK? 


Railroad News Caughtin Loca! Offices and 
Telegraphed from Abroxd-—The Stop- 
over Privilege a Great Benefit. 


Will Commissioner E. B. Stahiman, of 


the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation become a candidate for the senate 
from the state of Tennessee? 

‘This question presents itself with the re- 
ports by wire from Nashville. 

It seems to be the impression of many of 
the politicians of Tennessee that Commis- 
sioner Siahtman will most probably be in 
the race and it is even stated that he has 
been approached by some of bis iniluential 
friends in Tennessee politics aud assured of 
their cordial support in case he will consent 
to become a candidate. 

When the dispatch was received from

Nashville last night by The Constitution 


announcing the rumor of Major Stahhman s 


candidacy, an effort was made to interview 
him about the rumor. He was in the city 
yesterday and left Jast night before lie 
could be found by The Constitution s repre- 
sentative. 

He went away on the Western and Atlan- 
tie train at 8 o'clock, and an interview with 
him along this line was impossible. 

Folluwing is the Nashville dispatch 

“Nashville, Tenn.,November 2. -(Special.) 
It is being talked here that Major KE. B. 
Stahlman, commissioner of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, wii 
be ah opponent of Senator flarris in the 
next election, Which occurs next willer,— 

“Major Scahiman is not here, the dutics 
of his oflice requiring him to spend much ot 
his: time in Atlanta. “This has been his 
home, however, for more than twenty yeare 
and he bas figured not inconsiderably in 
che politics of Tennessee for severa, years 
without ever being a candidate for oflice. 
He ‘has always been disposed to cling to his 
work in the railroad business, aud has not 
figured actively in the arena of polities, but 
it is knewn that he has been approached 
several times by influential politicians of 
this state and importuned to enter the race 
for the senate against Senator Harris. It 
is understood that his friends wanted him 
to run last time, but thar he declined 1, 
preferring to continue in the railroad bus 
inese, Which has been his life work. It is 
not known here whether or not the rumors 
coneerning his: candidacy are sanctioned by 
his authority, but it is interesting to know 
that his name is being mentioned in this 
connection pretty promiscuously among the 
poaiticiangs of Tennessee.” 


Decreases Continue to show Up. 

To judge from the reports of the Louts- 
Ville and Nashville from week to week it 
is easy to see that there will not soon be 
any restoration former salaries to the 
trainmen and mechanics with whom the 
road ‘had much disturbance not long age. 

The reduction of salaries was made 
by the Louisville and Nashville upon busi- 
ness issues entirely, the earnings of the 
roud having fallen so far short of former 
years that the management had to take 
some steps looking to economy. 

The cut of Wages to the mechanics 
brought on a strike, the wage earners de- 
claring that they could not accept the re- 
duced salaries unless they were assured that 
their wages would be restored at some defi; 
nite date to be agreed upon. This the 
railroad people did not feel disposed to war- 
rant, and the strike that followed was be- 
cause of this disagreement between the 
iInechanics and the men in ¢harge. 

It was the expectation of the Louisville 
and Nashville officials, however, that busi- 
ness would so increase during the winter 
months as to justify them in restoring the 
former salaries paid their truiumen and me- 
Chanies. These expectations do not seem 
to be realizing very fast, and the decrease 
of earnings of the Louisvike and Nash- 
ville, reported in their weekly tables, 
continues unbroken by the approach of 
winter trade. 

It is understood that the employes of the 
Louisville and Nashville will not ask an in- 
crease in Wages until the business of the 
road justifies.it. The earnings of the road 
for the third week in November show a 
loss of $14,006 over the week before, which 
showed a decrease of more than S24 .000, 

VMerehaets «a Littie iiss ppointed. 

The merchanis of Atlanta were a little 
disappointed that they were sot given tree 
delivery by roads entering the city. 
The meeting hed for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the matter and taking action was 
made up of the leading railroad men of this 
section of the south, and the issues before 
the convention were thoroughly aired. The 
only thing to precipitate upon the roads a 
system ot free delivery Wis the 
refusal of the Western and At- 
fantic to allow the use of its sidetrack 
to the other lines entering the city on the 
same terms as heretofore granted. | 

When the alternative was a free deliv- 
ery system ou the part of the other lines, 
somehow or other the roads got their heads 
together on the proposition of the Western 
and Atlantic and agreed to be more liberal 
in the matter of holding that road responsi- 
ble for damages to cars and freights wile 
being handled over its term mal facilities. 

This aceounts for the failure tto restore 
the free delivery system of freights which 
seemed so promising until the railroad 
men put their heads together and talked 
the s#uation over. 

The Wondrous Electric Railway. 

Recent reports in the railway papers 
cause much comment among the railroad 
folks of Atlanta over the prospects of hav- 
ing a sure enough electre rairoad for long 
distance hauls m this country within the 
next few years. 

The aneetings of the capitalists who have 
in hand the work of organizing a company 
for bufiding © great line of electrie railway 
from New York to Ohicago have all been

heki secretly and buf\littie 
their schemes. It is Said that all of the 
leading fimanciers of New York and the 
great cities of the eayt and west have 
granted their endorsemekt and co«peration 
to the promoters. 

It is understood that tlie line will be a 
double-tracked elevate’ revd al! the way 
from New York to Chicag, built on the 
most direct route that can be surveyed and 
obta.nel. 

It will require $100,000,000 to-dbuild the 
road. Al! the money Kings in the country 
who have been approached have consented 
to investigate and the result has invariably 
been in favor of consummating the gigantie 
undertaking. I. is to be a double track 
road and built entirely of steel, except the 
ties, which are to be of wood, and the 
only part of the entire construction whaph 
wiil consist of that material. Another re- 
markable feature will be the speed of the 
trains. They will run at a rate not less 
than 100 miles per hour and by the direct 
route, which is proposed,- the whole jour- 
ney from New York to Chicago will be 
made in less than ten ‘hours. Ifa person 
fad to travel at the exceeding high rate of 
speed without any assurance of safety tae 
success of the road would be doubtful, but 
emong the nme patents already secur- 
ed by the conypany is a mechanical device 
which keeps the cars securely on the track 
and prevents possibiiity of any accident in 
that direction. 

The double track will overcome the dan- 
ger of misplaced switches in passing trains, 
There will be no switches throughout the 
entire line. The road will accommodate 
nothing but mail, express and passengers; 
there being no means for transporting 
freight. 

A Fast Run Forty Years Ago. 

“Talk abowt locomotive races,” said Ben 
Scribner, the veteran engiueer of the Erie 
road, tou a reporter, “you ought to have 
seen one that happened over forty years 
ago—away back in ILSol. wus only a 
school boy then. It was on a part of what 
is bow the Boston and Albany, a_ stretch 
of road running fram Lowell to Pittstield 
im Massachusetts. ”% section about twen- 
tv mies long was selected and a train of 
eleven flat cars was made up and loaded 
with pig iron, Ali the roads around about 
sent engines that were to bau the train 
over that piece of road against time. I 
was acquainted with the engineer of the 
locomotive thait won the race. I naturally 
bet on that one, “The Whistler,’ as it was 
called, and was highly elated when it won. 
particularly as it made the last mile or 
two ut the enormous rate of wunile in one 
minute and a little over. The engine only 
had two drivers. each seven feet in diame- 
ter. ‘Trains at that time seldom went more 
than twenty-tive or thirty miles an hour.”

THE POLICE TAKE HIM IN CHARGE 


He Hada Jug of Pure Corn Under a Load 
of Apples—He Makes an Eloquent 
Plea, but Is Fined. 


A rickety country wagon, with a dingy 
canvass covering, the rough board box filled 
with red apples and big cabbage heads, 
under which a few jugs of mountain dew 
had been hidden from view, is at police 
headquarters. 

The owner of this typical mountain wag- 
on who lives among the blue topped mouh- 
tains of Gilmer county, will pro$ably won- 
wer what is detaining his wagon and the 
young man who drove it off. 

Yesterday morning, the wagon, drawn by 
a tired-looking sorrel, made its appearaace 
on the western end of Marietta street. It 
was conducted by a young mountaineer with 
a red face, Lialf covered with patches of 
very dark beard. He wore the convention- 
al wide-brimmed hat of his seciion, and his 
atiire was of jeans. 

The wagon made rather slow progress to 

the city, stopping numbers of times at var- 
ious places for no purpose apparent to the 
minds of Patrolmen Bone and Moncrief, 
who were watching its movements suspi- 
ciously. It soon became very clear to the 
policemen that the wagon was not engaged 
ju the harmless traflic of apples and cabbage 
alone, and the moonshiner look about the 
driver suggested sometbing more exhilara- 
ting to the quick minds of the officers. 
. Finally, they became convinced that a 
little, dark jug was a very potent element 
of the mountaineer’s Joad, and when they 
saw two negroes approach the wagon and 
walk off presently with a pint bottle be- 
tween them, they were convinced of the cor- 
rectness of their surmises. They arrested 
the negroes and then tovk the asionished 
mountaineer in charge. 

The caravan was driven to police head- 
quarters, and the mountaineer, who gave 
his name as Will Eubanks, was locked up. 
He stoutly protested that he only had the 
whisky along for the purposes of refrésh- 
ments for quite a crowd of mountaineers 
who had come with him. He was locked 
up, however, on the charge of retailing 
whisky without license. 

Eubanks was brought before the recorder 
for trial yesterday afternoon. The evidence 
against him was positive, but this did not 
deter him from making a most eloquent and 
pathetic appeal for himself on the grounds 
of innocence and being an orphan. 

“Jedge,” he begged, the tears coming into 
his eyes, “I tive eighty miles from here. 
it took me three days and a half to come 
here. I am poor, poor as pig tracks. I’m 

orphan. I ain’t, got nuthin’ in the 
world. This wagon ain’t mine. The load 
ain’t mine. I put that jug of whisky in the 
wagon to drink—jet’ ter drink. I didn't 
sell any. Please be light with me, Mr. 
Jedge.” , 

The tears stood in the mountaineer’s eyes 
and the recorder was touched by his simple 
appeal. 

“TIT am sure you are guilty,” said the 
judge, “but I am disposed to deal leniently 
with you green country fellows. I ought to 
fine you $50 and cost, but I will make it 
just as light as I can. I will fine you $25 
and cost.”’ 

The young moonshiner went back into his 
ce!l saying he didn’t know what would be- 
come of his wagon and load as he did not 
have the money to pay the fine.

Her Husband. 

A very touching family gathering was 
that at the county jail which ended yester- 
day. Mrs. Pat Meehan, of Newnan, with 
her four children, has been in the city sey- 
eral days to see her husband, who is in jail 
for shooting Robert McBride.

It was in the second half that 
the boys in blue became desperate and went 
for Harvward’s goal, Just at this time Har- 
vard began to display that lack of dash that 
characterized her practice games, and by the 
individual phaying of Butterworth and Thorne, 
who directed their attacks at Manahan and 
Acton, the touch-down was made.

He reviewed the history of the bonds, ad- 
Vented to the many times that the claim had 
been pressed befure the general assembly, 
and wade a strong point on the fact that 
every legislative body delegated to invest- 
gate its validity had reported favorably aud 
urged the state to at once pay the debt. 
‘Taking up, one after another, the argu- 
ments made against the bill he proceeded 
to show their utter lack of foundation, aud 
characterized them as mere cvasious.

he speaker here made a dramatic point 
by unwrapping an old Hays bend, yeilow, 
tatterai and stamped on onegside with a 
quaint ethgy of justice, embossed in colored 
ink. He waved this ancient document aloft. 

“Can we afford to dishonor these obsdga- 
tions?’ he cried; “can we refuse to repay, 


after all these years, this money, used to’ 


keep the machinery of our state government 
in mouon, used to pay our teachers and 
officials, used for all the divers und sundry 
expenses of civil government? It was 
money honestly borrowed and loaned in 
good faith, and I would be glad to have 
some gentleman designate to me one single 
valid reason why it should not be now re- 
turned to the patient and long-suffering 
holders of our obsigations.” 
Pay Nw Inicrest. 

At this stage of the proceedings a diver- 
sion was made by Mr. Wheeler, of Walker, 
who offered an amendment providing tuat 
the face value alone of the bonds be paid, 
Without interest and that this be regarded 
and accepted as a settlement in full. 

“I hope this amendment wi. pass,” said 
Mr. Wheeler. ‘“I‘here is no law to make 
us pay this imterest, no court that will ea- 
force it and no reason on top of earth 
wuy we should do it.” 

This amendment brought Mr. Harrison 
to his feet in a jiffy. tte made a strong 
and impassioned speech, 

“LT am astounded,” he exdhimed, “that 
such a measure should be even proposed. 
If we believe this obligation to be an hon- 
est one, and I assume that the majority of 
us do so consider it, why should we seek 
to evade the full measure of the payment, 
Why has this dnterest accumulated? Sin- 
ply because we thave from year to year 
and session to session evaded the issue and 
on one pretext and another deferred ac- 
tion upon it. ‘There is abundant prece- 
dent in law and the practice of states and 
nations for the payment of every penny of 
deferred interest, but aside avd bevond 
that is the moral obligation which no man 
ean deny. I am unable to see where the 
shadow of a right exists to refuse to pay 
the interest that thas accwmulated in the 
interval of our inaction.” 

Mr. Sears, of Webster. in reply. 
While be did not desire, he said. to be re- 
garded as broadly opposing the payment of 
either interest or principal, he was con- 
vineed that ithe house should go show before 
taking positive action in the matter. As 
he now understood it he should personally 
vote against the bill. 

The past history of the claims looked 
queer to him. It looked as if there was 
sume “shenanigan’’” about the whole busi- 
ness. There was reason to suapect that 
all might not be right about these much 
ta.ked of debts of honor, and until their 
validity was much better established than 
at present he should oppose the bil. 

Mr. tHa:tie Favors the Ball. 

Mr. Battle, of Muscogee, made an ener- 
getic and red-hot argument in favor of the 
bill. He thanked God, he said, that he had 
been born a democrat, and he had always 
regarded democracy as synonomous with 
honesty. He appealed to the democrats 
of the house not to repudiate an obligation 
so firmly grounded in justice ard equity, 
and one so intimately involving the honor 
of the state and its reputation in the out- 
side commercial world. 

As a member of the finance commitiee, 
Mr. Battie continued, he had carefully in- 
vestigated the validity of these bonds and 
had looked closely into tpeir history. Hie 
found no flaw in it. Later on he was one 
of the special joint committee, of which Mr. 
Candler was chairman, and had still further 
examined into the question. Nowhere had 
he found one word reflecting upon the jus- 
tice of these claims. 

While Mr. Battle was speaking a great 
many of the menrbers were privately dis- 
cussing the issue, and at this juncture the 
buzz of conversation grew so loud he eould 
scarcely be heard. Mr. Battle paused and 
eyed the offenders. 

“I realize,” he said, “that I am oppressing 
the house irom its lack of attention. ‘The 
truth may not be agreeable to hear at 
times, but I am going to tel it all the 
same. 

At that the house quieted down and he 
concluded his speech to an attentive ay- 
dience.

It was an able, learned and scholarly argu- 
meni. he passed vhe question of

Coonel Atkinsun took ibe ground that 
Wlule a moral opugauion seemed to exist 
for the payment of this interest to date, 
the legisiacure must be guided by a strict 
interpetaven of the law, and this forbade 
sucu payment. tis opimon was based 
upon the pmnuciplie that a sovereign Was 
bound by no law except when specifically 
agreed in advance and that a sovereign 
State pays no interest except in Cases 
Where a special proviso is mude to that ef- 
ect. 

‘To support this resolution be cited several 
precedents as fullows: In October, 18387, 
certain bonds due in 1872 were paid, and 
although past due fifteen years, no interest 
faccumuaung after their maturity was 
paid. | 

At the last session of the haquse, a bowl 
dune D. W. Calhoun was paid six months 
after the maturing: of the iast coupon and 
no interest was paid for that six months. 

The commission before whom was heard 
the cluim of the lessees of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad for betterments, re- 
deemed a decision by which an award of 
$99,000 was made against the state. It was 
held by the commission that the interest 
was due and the etate could not be re- 
quired-to pay any unless it bad contracted 
to do so. 

In further support of his position Colonel 
Atkinson read several decisions, notably 
one from the United States reports, volume 
136, and other authorities. 

It was a strong and convincing argument 
and listened to with rapt attention. ‘Per- 
sonally,’ said Colonel Atkinson, in conclu- 
sion, “I would like to pay this debt, princi- 
pal and interest, but unfortunately this 
is a matter in which we cannot allow our- 
selves to be swayed by sentiment. The 
voice of the law is clear and distinct and 
by that, and that alone, must we be guid- 
ed.” : 

Colonel Atkinson was several times in- 
terrupted in his address by questions from 
different members. In reply to one he read 
the face of one of the bonds and explained 
that its provision Was merely for interest 
up to ¢he day of its maturity and that 
there was no stiputation for continued in- 
terest in the event of payment being deferr- 
ed. Hence, he argued, no legal obligation 
existed to pay it. 

Law Instead of Sentiment. 


Colonel Bacon, of Bibb, then took the 
floor. He engaged in the debate with 
some reluctance, he said, and he felt that 
he could add nothing to the able presenta- 
tion of the gentlemen who had addressed 
the house in the interest of the bonds. 
As far as he was aware, there was no 
valid reason or argument against the jus- 
tice of the bonds themselves. The com- 
mittee to whom they had been referred 
was composed of gentlemen of distinguish- 
ed ability and unquestioned integrity, and 
he deemed it a privilege to predicate his 
opinion upon the investigations of so ad- 
mirable a body. Their favorable report 
was the strongest possible evidence of the 
validity of these obligations. 

But he would not occupy the time of the 
house in a discussion of the justice of the 
bonds themseives, for he believed that the 
members were nearly a unit upon that 
point; but he would contine himsclf to the 


question since raised, namely, “Shall the | 


interest, as well as the principal, be paid?” 
This was not-a question of personal prefer- 
ence as a point raised over what the 
m@mbers might fimdividually telieve to 
be right, but of how the Jaw stands. 

Personally, said Colonel Bacon, he re- 
gretted that he was unable to agree with 
those gentlemen who favored the payment 
of the interest on the debt. He would 
like to do it; he recognized the moral ob- 
ligation; but, unfortunately, the law stood 
otherwise. In this case, it is very likely 
that a hardship will be worked, but the 
law, beyond all question, was that sever- 
eigns paid no interest except when so 
stipulated at the time. 

Colonel Bacon read one of the bonds, 
and contended that there was nothing in 
its wording to provide for the payment of 
interest after its maturity. He read the 
law on the subject and cited severat paral- 


lel cases in which the same qnestion had 


been raised in other states, and no interest 
paid. It was a very strong, closely knit and 
powerful argument. 

Mr. Candler replied at some length, tak- 
ing the ground that the bonded debt ocecu- 
Pied the same position as did the publie 
debt, and that the state was liable for both 
principal and interest. 

Mr. Allen, of Upson, made a brief. but 
lucid and interesting speech in favor of the 
bill. He favored the payment of this hon- 
est debt, he said. and by payment he did 
net mean part payment, but payment of 
the whole, the principal and the interest. 
He regarded it as an honest debt and one 
that should have been Yong ago discharged. 
Iie believed that the members felt that the 
interest was honestly and morally due and 
it should be paid. 

‘ie «amendment Adopted. 

At this point Mr. Wheeler's amendment, 
cutting off the interest, was put to a vote 
and adopted by a ballot of SU to 53. The 
house then rose from its session 2s a com- 
mittee of the whole and on motion a report 
Wis made recommending the passage of 
the bill as amended. . 

At that the fight waxed hotter, if any- 
thing, than before. Mr. Martin, of Fulton, 
strongly deprecated the non-payment of in- 
terest. It would cripple the credit of Geor- 
gia abroad, he said, and be instantly re- 
garded as repudiation. : 

Mr. McBride, of Haraison, offered a res- 
olution that the governor appoint a commit- 
tee of three citizens to investigate the mat- 
ter and report to the next general assembly. 

This raised an uproar from all parts of 
the house and half a dozen members tried 
to talk at once. Several rose to points of 
order, Which were quickly disposed of, and 
Mr. Graham, of Apfling, offered an amend- 
ment appropriating $3,000 to defray the ex- 
penses of the commiattee stipulated in Mr. 
McBride’s resolution. This amendment. of 
course, SWamped the resolution and both 
were lost by a sweeping vote almost with- 
out dissent. 

This brought the question to the original 
bill as amended—that is to say, the bil pro- 
viding for the payment of the bonds without 
interest, During the progress of the vote 
several, members took occasion to explain 
their ppsitions. When the name of Selonal 
Smith’ of Gwinnett, was called that gentle- 
man arose and said: 

“As the legislature of the state of Geor- 
gin sees fit to repudiate one-half of an hon- 
est debt. [ will assist in repudiating the 
other half. I vote no.” 

The count showed, 
thus passing the bill, 
Senite at onee, 

Mr. Rankin notified the house of his in- 
tention to move a reconsideration. 

An adjournment was then made 
Friday morning.

July, August and September were bloody 
miuuwtus ib the history of railroading in 
Aiassachusetts. uring that period there 
Were recorded lo accidents, says ‘Lue 
Boston ‘Lranseript.’ It has been well ehar- 
acterized by sume the “reign of terror,” 
for scarcely a day passed on which there 
Wus not at least one disaster reported in 
the state. The two most disustrous catas- 
trophes were at Chester und North Attle- 
borough, which are stidl fresh in the minds 
of the public. 

According to the law in such matters. 
a report of each accident must be written 
out as soon as possible and forwarded to 
the railroad commissioners. The reports 
were bronght in during the months mention- 
ed by every mail till the number reached 
These accidents involved directly 352 
persons. Eighty-seven were killed instan- 
taneously, ar practically so, as they died 
within a few moments; 269 were injured, 
and the majority of these bear the memory 
of their perilous escapes in the shape of 
maimed limbs or the loss of the same. The 
greater part of the injured were employes 
of the railroads. Many of the accidents 
occurred at grade crossings.
